Although  there  has  been  some  sickness  in  the 
Home  during  the  year,  the  children  have  on  the 
whole  enjoyed  good  health,  and  the  thanks  of  the 
committee  are  again  due  to  Dr.  Milne,  for  professional 
services,  and  valuable  advice  as  to  sanitary  arrange- 
ments etc.

It  is  crratifying  to  the  Committee  to  point 
out  that  the  receipts  this  year  are  larger  than  usual, 
several  lar^re  donations  as  well  as  bequests  from 
friends  of  the  Home  havincr  been  received. 

The  expenditure  for  the  maintenance,  etc.,  amounts 
to  ^1792.84,  particulars  of  which  will  also  be  found  in 
the  Treasurer's  Account. 

The  additions  to  the  buildiuij,  referred  to  in  last 
year's  report,  have  not  been  lost  sight  of  by  the  Com- 
mittee, although  the  work  has  been  delayed.  Plans 
luue  now  been  prepared  and  it  is  proposed  to  proceed 
witli  the  work  at  an  early  date.  The  estimated  cost 
amounts  to  $2,500  which  will  absorb  the  greater 
portion  of  the  funds  in  hand.  The  Committee  have 
no  liesitation  in  incurring  this  expenditure,  however, 
additional  accommodation  being  urgently  required, 
feeling  assured   that  the  liberal   support  heretofore

CONSTITUTION. 


(ADOPTED  27  OCTOBER,   1873.) 

INCOfiPOR/^TED  nth.  JULY,   1883, 


fi^ruu^V 


1.  This  iiistitatioii  shall  bo  ciilletl  the  "Biitish  Co- 
lumbia Protestant  Orjihans'  Homo." 

2.  The  object  of  this  Instiiutiou  is  toiecoivo  ami  to 
])rovitlo  a  Home  ior  Oi'])hau,  dostituto  aud  other 
ehiklren,  under  the  age  of  ten  years,  requiring  such 
care;  and  to  educate  theni  in  the  Protestant  faith, 
and  instruct  them  in  the  elements  of  secular  know- 
ledge. 

3.  The  Management  of  this  Institution,  shall  bo 
vested  in  a  Committee  chosen  from  the  Subscribers 
at  tlie  Annual  Meeting  to  be  held  on  the  second  Tues- 
day of  December  in  each  year;  said  committee  to  con- 
sist of  four  representatives  from  each  Protestant  de- 
nomination in  Victoria,  of  whom  at  least  one  shall  be 
a  Clergyman,  and  not  fewer  than  two  Laymen,  and

9,  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  this  Constifcation 
except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  Com- 
mittee sanctioned  by  a  majority  of  the  subscribers 
present  at  a  general  meeting,  of  which  thirty  day's 
notice  shall  be  given.  Such  notice  to  specify  the 
changes  recommended  for  the  consideration  of  the 
meeting. 


10.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Committee  from  time 
to  time  to  make,  vary,  and  alter  by-laws  for  the 
government  of  the  institution,  and  for  all  matters  and 
things  relatiug  to  the  conduct  and  management  of  its 
affairs,  provided  that  the  same  be  not  inconsistent 
with  the  foregoing  Constitution,  and  that  notice  of 
any  proposed  alteration  be  given  at  a  regular  meeting 
of  the  Committee  at  least  one  month  previously  to 
such  alteration  being  made.
